Arok’s 


Last February, World Cup boss 
Frank Arok was interviewed on 
Israeli television. In that inter- 
view, given after Arok had sized 
up the Israelis in a 0-0 draw with 
the Irish Republic, Arok told a 
delighted local audience that in 
his view “Israel was obviously 
the best team in the Oceania 
World Cup group.” 


Those of us at home more familiar with 
Arok’s way with words suspected our Frank 
was trying to set up the opposition. As he 
would put it: “throw them a dummy”’. 

What we didn’t know is that it was the first of 
a long conveyor belt of dummies Arok was 
manufacturing — the first shot fired in a 
fierce bout of psychological warfare he was 
to win hands down. 

In fact if the series against Israel were to be 
evaluated on the off-the-field battle of 
minds Australia’s victory margin would be 
closer to that of the one ahieved over Tai- 
wan. 

In that battle Arok pulverised the Israeli 
coach, the Israeli press, the Israeli players 
and the Israeli public alike. 

The day the team arrived in Tel Aviv some 30 
or so curious journalists gathered in the 
Hilton Hotel conference room to sound out 
the Australian coach. 

Arok put on the show of his life. Throughout 
the 30-minute conference, he toyed with 
them, joked with them, cajoling them intoa 
false sense of security and confusion. 

“"You have the best team in the group,” yet 
predicted that Australia would win 1-0. 
Asked which player he feared most, there 
was no mention of the silky skills of Milmil- 
lian or Sinai, or of the explosive power of 
Ohana or Armeli. He named the frizzy- 
haired but otherwise colorless central de- 
fender, Kirat, who, as Arok now admits, 
had no great game against the Irish in Feb- 
ruary. 

The ploy was multifold. Let the Israelis think, 
firsuly, that Arok is no great judge of play- 
ers. Otherwise how can he overlook the shi- 
ning stars of the team and cite such a drab 
character as Kirat as impressive. Let them 
also think, by appearing to fear a defender, 
that the Australians play to attack and get 
goais at the Ramat Gan. And let their 
players be confused, and divided, over who 
was the best of them. 

He dropped another clanger which sent the 
local journos scurrying for their notebooks 
and their Australian counterparts musing 
when he was asked about Eddie Kracevic. 
“Oh yes,” said Arok, “‘if all goes well Eddie 
should arrive on the first plane out of Brus- 
sels Monday morning. 

For the following five days Arok continued to 
jab away at the psychological pre- 
paredeness of the Israelis. His most effecti- 
ve, indeed crippling ploy surrounded the 
local conviction that the Australians had a 
fearfully physical style and that they 
planned to steamroll the home side with 
muscle. We ptay footbail, they play rugby, 
was the local belief and Arok nourished it 
until the Israelis were bloated with it to the 
point of paralysis. 

At all training sessions observed by Israelis, 
the Australians locked positively fright- 
ening. They played such “fair dinkum’” 
sparring games that team doctor Corrigan 
ee physio Jurisic were trembling with 

ear. 

In interviews with both Israeli coach Joe Mir- 
movitch and striker Zahi Armeti, I was told 
that the Israelis were no softies. That they 
were able to mix it, too. And if Australia 
wanted to start a war Israel would be happy 
to finish it. Gotcha! They swallowed the 
bait hook, line and sinker. 

Arok knew, as we all did, that they had the 
more technically gifted side. That the only 
danger to Australia was allowing them to 
play their natural, crafty game. Manipulate 
them into veering away to a different style 
and we’d won the game. 

Crazily in retrospect, the Israelis tried to

match Australia in muscle and thereby 
made a monumental blunder which lost 
them the game. As both Joe Mirmovitch 
and the former Israeti captain, Mordechai 
Spiegler, both admitted on the eve of the 
second game, israel should have played its 
more natural, patient skilful game. 

Indeed that’s what they tried to do in the 
second game in Melbourne and they very 
nearly won. 1 still believe that had Ohana 
stayed on the field they would have man- 
aged at least a second goal. 

But Australia’s overall victory against a team 
which is as skilful, as strong and as fast as 
ours, is attrubatable to other things, too. 
The Australians simply had cohesion and 
better tactics. They had a system which the 
Israelis, who knew they had more gifted 
players and relied on it, had not. 

The Australian team is basically made up of 
functional players recruited to stot neatly 
into a prescribed system. The team, says 
Arok, has just two players — Joe Watson 
and Oscar Crino — with the authority to 
override the system. The Israelis have 
probably eight or nine. And, as Arok points 
out, if everybody tries to override the 
system you have no system. 


Arok is unwilling to concede that Israel would 
have won the Melbourne game had Ohana 
not been sent off. And that the Aussies 
should have regrouped once he was, in order 
to force a victory against 10 men. 

Playing with 10 men can be tactically decei- 
ving, he says, All it means is that the team 
plays without a free man, the sweeper, at 
the back, When in possession or in attack 
they are as dangerous as they would be with 
a full complement. 

Besides Arok, taking progmatism to almost 
cruel extremes, freely admits that he pre- 
erred a draw to a win in Melbourne. “J 
wanted New Zealand and Israel to scratch 
each other’s eyes out in Auckland. Had we 
won Israel would have been dead. 

The unanswered question about Arok's 
strategy is his plans for New Zeatand and 
how he has the Kiwis worked out. About 
that he won’t tet on. To beat New Zealand 
you have to know how to beat the Australian 
system. Arok says he has the secret and 
that with another team he would beat the 
Australians seven times out of ten. But he 
won't let on about that either. At least not 
until after the World Cup.

Recent record 
favors Kiwis 


Australia has failed to beat New Zealand in their past seven 
matches since the World Cup tie in Sydney in 1977, which the Soc- 
ceroos won 3-1. 

In all 36 Internationals between the two countries, however, 
Australia has an overwhelming advantage of 20 wins, seven 
draws and only nine losses, with a goats tally of 10% 56. 

Four of New Zealand’s nine victories over the Socceroos were 
recorded in the past six years, underlining the Kiwis’ recent im- 
provement. 

They qualified ahead of Australia for the 1982 World Cup finals 
in Spain, whereas Australia eliminated the Kiwis on its way to the 
1974 finals in West Germany. 

The Socceroos were born for a test match against New Zealand 
at Carisbrook, Dunedin, on Saturday, June 17, 1922,

Although animosity between the two con- 
stantly resurfaces, few countries have more 
in common than Australia and New Zealand. 


Certainly, their soccer back- 
grounds display many sim- 
tlarities. 

Just as oval ball codes boast 
greater popularity in Austra- 
lia, throughout New Zealand 
soccer languishes behind 
rugby union for mass appeal. 

Rugby captured the colony's 
imagination when introduced 
in the middle of the 19th centu- 
ry and for the next hundred 
years soccer was confined to 
pockets of adherents, almost 
all English and Scottish mi- 
grants, in urban areas. 

In 1891, the national feder- 
ation’s ‘year of formation, the 
first inter provincial com- 
petition, the Brown Shield, 
commenced and this remained 
New Zealand's premier do- 
mestic competition until the 
English F.A. presented the 
Football Association Trophy in 
1926, te be contested by Auck- 

* land, Wellington, Canterbury 
and Otago. 

These provinces had domi- 
nated the Brown Shield from 
the outset and, given a trophy 
exclusively to themselves, 
allowed it to become a con- 
cern of minor representative 
sides only. 

Cost of travel restricted pro- 
vincial teams to just a handful 
of games a year and they 
looked towards the crews of 
visiting ships to extend their 
fixture lists. 

One of these, HMS Chat- 
ham, presented a trophy to the 
New Zealand Footbal Associ- 
ation in 1922 as the prize in an 
annual knockout competition 
amonst the dominion’s club 
sides. 

previously, clubs had been 
limited to local competitions. 
The new silverware gave the 
club game a badly needed 
boost. 

At the time, New Zealand 
enjoyed superiority over 
Australia. Their very first 
international produced a 3-1 
victory against the Aussies in 
1922 and this was followed by 
three wins, one draw and a 
singie defeat when facing the 
same opposition over the next 
year. 

During the subsequent two 
decades though, the standing 
of New Zealand declined re- 
markably. - 

Between 1927 and 1951, the 
Kiwis played 19 internationals 
and lost them all. 31 goals 
were scored and 122 conceded. 

These defeats came at the 
hands of Canada, Australia, 
Engian,d, amdteurs and South 
Africa. 

In the 1950's, New Zealand 
turned its eyes towards its 
small Pacific neighbours and, 
displaying tess ambition but 
gaining greater success, met 
New Caledonia, Fiji and Tahi- 
i. 

Uccasional clashes with 
Australia confirmed which 
country remained the major 
power of the region. 

A large increase tn migra- 
tion from Britain in the 195Us 
and 1980s gave the domestic 
game greater depth. but inter- 
Rational forays were rare and 
undistinguished 

in retrospect, the formation 
of a nationat league in 1970 
must be regared as a most 
significant step forward.

crity that prevailed in local 
Jeagues and the irregularity of 
inter-provincial fixutres, 
which today merely are make- 
weight appendages to the fix- 
ture list. 

1970 also saw New Zealand's 
World Cup entry — a 6-0 loss 
on aggregate to Israel. During 
the next two campaigns, the 
Australians outgunned their 
neighbours, but the Kiwis 
showed distinct signs of im- 
provement. 

Prior tothe 1982 qualifying 
round, it generally was be- 
lieved that the Socceroos again 
would prove superior. 

New Zealand though, prom- 
ised to be more than mere 
fodder for the confident Aus- 
sies, having gained a first vic- 
tory over its trans-Tasman 
rivals fob 25 yeare in 1979, This 
was followed, 14 months later, 
by a sunning 4-0 demolition of 
Mexico. 

The 1982 World Cup adven- 
ture is remembered as one-of 
the great chapters in New Zea- 
land’s sporting history. 

{t took the All Whites, as 
they became dubbed, 15 
matches in a 55,000 miles long 
journey round Asia and the Pa- 
cific to reach Spain. 

During an epic nine months, 
the emotions of ihe New Zea- 
land public, which previously 
had paid scant attention to soc- 
cer, swung from despair to 
elation with the regularity of a 
metronome. 


The Kiwis commenced by 
salvaging a 33 home draw 
against Australia, though 
thrice behind. A frustrating 
draw in Taiwan followed, but 
superb 2-0 wins in Jakarta and 
Sydney put them in the box sea 
in the Oceania Group, which 
they clinched with a record 
breaking 13-0 annihilation of 
Fiji. 

The Asia-Oceania play-off 
group began encouragingly 
with three points from two 
games against China, but ap- 
pallingly jaundiced refereeing 
by Indonesian Suharto gave 
Kuwait two points in Auckland 
and lethargy almost permitted 
Saudi Arabia the same re- 
ward. 

Only an 89th minute goal 
thwarted the Saudis, but New 
Zealand was denied victory by 
an equally late equaliser in 
Kuwait and now needed to beat 
Saudi Arabia by five goals in 
Riyadh to force a decider with 
China. 

Astonishingly, this is ex- 
actly what it did — scoring 
five first haif goals without 
reply. 

New Zealand had clawed its 
way back [rom the dead und 
its reward was a game against 
China to determine which 
nation would accompany 
Kuwait lo the Mundial as Asia- 
Uceania’s representatives. 

At Singapore’s National Sta- 
dium, the All Whites raced toa 
two goai lead just after half 
time, before enduring intense 
Chinese pressure during the 
ast 38 minutes. This brought 
but one goal and it was the 
Kiwis who claimed the last 
and hardest won berth in the 
World Cup Finals.

Perhaps the most striking feature of the 
New Zealand v. Australia World Cup clash in 
Auckland on September 21 was that the New 
Zealand strikers were much more prominent 
than their Australian counterparts. 


The debut of the long antici- 
pated Walker — Rufer part- 
nership eclipsed Mitchell and 
Kosmina who were effectively 
subdued by Kiwi central de- 
fenders Ceri Evans and Mal- 
colm Dunford. 

Dunford’s performance at 
Mount Smart represented the 
pinnacle of a career which has 
progressed admirably in the 
past year. 

Prior to his surprise selec- 
tion for New Zealand's tour of 
Fiji and Britain late in 1984. 
Dunford appeared little more 
than a journeyman central de- 
fender — adequate at club 
level, but with few credentials 
for international duty. 

The promise he showed as a 
youth seemed illusory. 

A product of the Hutt Valley 
youth coaching scheme, he 
made his Rothmans’ National 
Soccer League debut for Stop 
Out. when 17, having eight 
outings there in 1979 and being 
an ever-present during the fol- 
lowing campaign which ended 
in the club's relegation. 

Consolation came in the 
form of selection for the New 
Zealand B team for the Mer- 
deka tournament and the youth 
side in the Oceania Youth Cup. 

Dunford made five appear- 
ances at Kuala Lumpur and 
three in Fiji — where New 
Zealand gained its first Youth 
Cup success, defeating 
Australia 2-0 in the final. 


Four more excellent per- 
formances against Argentina 
and Israel at the next stage of 
the Coca Cola Cup gave fur- 
ther encouragement and he 
then followed the well-worn 
path of ambitious young Aus- 
tralian soccer players — Eng- 
land and the pursuit of profes- 
sional gtory. 

The trip was a disaster. 

Firstly, Manchester City re- 
neged on a promise to give 
Dunford a run with its reser- 
ves, stating it already had too 
many players on its books. He 
then pulled a hamstring, which 
restricted him to weight train- 
ing for.five weeks. 

Stockport County offered 
trials, but a bout of bad weath- 
er ruined opportunities there 
before Bolton Wanderers 
made contact with an in- 
vitation to line up in its second 
team. 


Unfortunately, the ham- 
string ‘‘went’’ again during his 
second day at Burden Park 
Consequently, it was three 
weeks of running and weights, 
then home again. 

After a meaningless season 
with Stop Out in the Central 
Regional League, Dunford re- 
turned to the RNSL, joining 
Wellington Diamond United. 

A dogged coverer and tack- 
jer, he can pose problems for 
opponents at both ends of the 
paddock with his aerial ability.

He’s Germany's 
new libero 


Mathias Herget, 27, of unfashionable 
Bayer Ueringen, looks set to play West 
Germany’s libero role in the World Cup 
finals next year. 

He has been nurtured by the greatest libero of them all, 
Franz Beckenbauer, now manager of Germany’s national 
team. 

But Herget has no illusions about stepping into Becken- 
bauer's shoes. 

“I make no comparisons whatsoever,” he says. “A player 
like Franz Beckenbauer happens to be born every 10¢ years. 
What he has is a God-given talent that one cannot learn. Franz 
was endowed with a super technique and no-one can copy that. 
I try to play to the best of my ability, but I lay no claim to 
being nearly as good as Franz was,” 

Herget is, however, a specialist of the long, diagonal pass 
which completely changes the direction of play and has sur- 
prised many opponents. 

Herget, born on November 14, 1955, started with SC Getsen- 
kirchen 07 in the regional leagues. 

Capped as an amateur international, he next joined VFL 
Bochum in 1976, but was transferred back to the second divi- 
sion and spent four years with Rot-Weiss Essen before Bayer 
Uerdingen gave him the chance to return to First Division 
footbail in 1982. 

Herget had his first game with the national team as a sub- 
stitute in a 5-1 victory over Turkey in a European 
Championship qualifying game, but was teft out of the squad 
for the finals. 

Reinstated by Beckenbauer, he now is approaching his 20th 
cap.

controls travel 
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Throughout the week he’s Uncle 
Joe to a group of handicapped 
children but on the weekend he 
pulls on a black and white striped 
shirt and charges out onto the 
field. Then he’s Joe Sweeney of 
Brunswick Juventus and he takes 
no prisoners. 

The first thing that strikes you about 
Sweeney is the strength of his physical pres- 
ence. It hits you immediately. Then you 
start talking. and when the conversation 
finally ‘snakes its way around-to his job as a 
driver with the Yooralla Society of Victoria 
you discover the sensitive side of aman who 

longs to a dying breed of battering-ram 
central strikers. 

“I'm a driver for the kindergarten-aged handi- 
capped kids. I've been in the job for two years now 
and to tell you the truth I was a bit wary at first 
about whether [ could handle it or not. But once 
you get to know the kids you. realise that they're 
just the same as any kids," says Sweeney. 

“dt makes me feel magic to do a job like this, I 
feel that I'm doing something really worthwhile. 
Yeah, it’s a good feeting alright.” 

It was Prahran Celtic president Joe Docherty 
who got Sweeney the job. Docherty, Jimmy 
Rooney and Gus Macleod all work for the Yoo- 
ralla Society. 

Sweeney has played a major part in Juventus’ 
success this year, his second season with the club 
since being signed from Victorian State League 
club Croydon for $12,000. Coach John Margaritis 
altered Sweeney's role this season and the big 
man adapted well. 

“Last year John wanted me to work hard on op- 
position defenders to try to stop them playing the 
ball out from the back. He knew that I'd create 
room through the middie for our midfielders to 
get forward and it worked well. I’ve got a lot of 
admiration for John as a coach, especially this 
year. He knows every opponent and he can tell you 
about tne strengths and weaknesses of the other 

jes.”” 

Sweeney's career suffered a setback last year 
when he needed three operations to remove a 
kidney stone. In all, he was. sidelined for two 
months. 

He received a jolt of a different nature this 

ear, one that still hurts and when he talks about 
i te makes no attempt to hide the emotional scar 
itieft. 

“I'd picked up Joe Doc (Docherty) on my way 
to work and we stopped to buy ‘Soccer Action’. It 
was folded up when | handed it to the Doc but I 
saw that Oscar Crino was named the most enter- 
taining player in’ Australia. 

“Later on at work, the Doc called me over and 
said the most boring players were named as well 
and that [ was among them. I felt sick about it. 
Sick and hurt. it’s impossible not to take some- 
thing like that personally. ( had a reputation back 
home (in Scotiand) in both junior and senior foot- 
ball and J felt that it had been thrown out of the 
window with that article. 


“I didn't get a lot of stick over it. In fact a lot of 
people were yery sympathetic about the whole 
thing. John Margaritis even phoned me up and 
wanted (o know what I'd done to deserve being 
slapped in the face like that. John told me that I'd 
done everything he'd asked of me and that I'd had 
my best season this year, 1m still upset about it 
but looking back on it, frankly 1 think it ran down 
‘Soccer Action’ more than me," 

The boot's on Sweeney's foot here and he's pre- 
pared to use it. 

“Your player ratings out of 10 aren't good for 
the game.as far as I'm concerned. I remember 
getting three in a Buffalo Gold Cup game earlier 
this year while another Juventus player got nine. | 
don't understand how there can be that much dif- 
ference between players. Then again, the way I've 
been used this year, maybe a lot of my running off 
the ball isn't seen by reporters. John Margaritis 
might have given me a nine for the same game. 
Sve had nines before and sometimes I've thought 
that Id had poor games." 

All of this though, hasn't buried Sweeney's 
sense of humour. 

“We call Brian Brown Bo Derek because he 
gets so many tens.” 

Kidney stones and boring player awards are 
just two of the crosses the 28-year-old Sweeney 
has had to bear during a colorful career. Being 
homesick, mugged and over-coached are others. 

Sweeney was born in Glasgow. He played for 
Eastercraigs for three years and was 15 when 
spotted by a scout for English club Crystal Pal- 
ace. The scout was impressed by a Sweeney hat- 
trick against Giasgow amateurs and Sweeney 
became apprenticed to the London-based club, 
turning professional when he was i7. Palace 
sacked Ber( Head as manager and hired Malcoim 
Allison along with his Havana cigars and fur coat. 
Allison told Sweeney that a first-team berth soon 
would be his. Sweeney was back in Glasgow six 
months later working as a fireman, and having 
quit football. 

“| was homesick, [ had had enough of the way 
coaches used to speak to me and ! was sick of the 
wee cliques in the first team.” 

After a three-month training stint, Sweeney 
was a fully-fledged fireman and received a com- 
mendation for saving lives when a tenement in 
Knightswood was burnt out. 

Sweeney didn't play soccer for a year and was 
lured back to the game only after a chance meet- 
ing with Ajbert Burnett at a bus stop. Burnett 
was the manager of junior club Benburb. After a 
season there, Sweeney joined Pollok, one of the 
biggest junior, clubs in Scotiand and his partner- 
ship with Gus Macleod netted over 200 goals in 
two seasons! 

Sweeney had re-established himself spectacu- 
larly as a goalscorer. Crydepani approached him 
and he joined the First Division club. During his 
second season he played against Celtic reserves in 
a match watched by Peter Cormack who just had 
taken over as manager of Partick Thistle. It took 
Sweeney Just 10 minutes with Cormack to decide 
to sign. but his year anda half at Thistle won't go 
down as one of the highlights of his career. 

“Thistle was noted for its defensive tactics and 
L always found myself left up the park on my own. 
At Clydebank I’d scared 10 goals in my first five 
games before being mugged outside a pub, and 
ended up with a broken arm and disiocated shoul- 
der, When I came back I scored six goals in four 
games but I scored only three gouis in ail the time

America and Denmark were the next stops on 
Sweeney's journey. He spent six months in Amér- 
ica and the now defunct Fort Lauderdale Strikers 
wanted to sign him but didn’t have a visa vacancy. 
It was the same at Tampa. 

Former Glasgow Rangers player Eric Sorens- 
son was the go-between in Sweeney's dealings 
with Danish club Odense 1909. Sweeney signed and 
played in Denmark for six months. 

“They don't have any full-time players over 
there but the Danes are very, very skilful. You 
train with a bali ali the time and the emphasis is 
on skill. 1 tried to settle in but it was hard. You 
couldn't read a paper or watch a lot of TV because 
you couldn't understand the language. Every- 
thing's in Danish over there,” says Sweeney, im- 

jiately sporting a broad grin. 

So it was back to Pollok. Until Gus Macleod, by 
now established in Australia, phoned Sweeney 
with an offer to join Croydon. 

‘Big Gus rang and said there was this absolu- 
tely brilliant team in Australia called Croydon. 

Another large grin disappears as quickly as it 
had come. 

**Laurie Cooper put me up when 1 came over 
here but things didn’t work out. Just say that me 
and Cooper don't see eye-to-eye. But Dave Bad- 
dock was good to me and the team was grezt. The 
lads were magic.” 

Su why did Sweeney join Juventus in 1984? Was 
it solety due to the lure of the National League? 

“Ji was as much financial as anything else. | just 
had to leave Croveon, Let's leave it at that.” 

Sweeney found himself partnering Gary Ward 
in the new-luok Juventus team which just had 
been admitted to the new-look National League. 
split into Northern and Southern divisicas. The 
£984 Buffalo Gold Cup was Sweeney's firs. sortee 
in black and white colors, 

“Me and Wardy weren't scoring goals in :he Buf- 
falo Gold Cup, mainly because I tink that we we- 


-ren't (it enough. The Buffato Gold Cup really 


doesn't mean that much {0 the players and it's 
mainly used to build up your match fitness. I think 
that me and Wardy also were too similar and 
that's why things didn't really work out. Mind you, 
we scored 22 goals last year between us and that's 
not.a bad effort.” 

Ward. of course, now plays with Melbourne 
Croatia and Rob Cullen has been Sweeney's front- 
running companion this season. 

"Wee Rob's just so full of running. He's more of 
awinger really hur he and | have done pretty weil 


Croatia dumped stopper Shaun Parton earlier 
this year and judging by Sweeney’s view of Par- 
ton, the move did nothing to enhance Croatia's 
chances of matching strides with Juventus. 

“‘Parton’s the hardest guy I've come up against 
over here. He kicks me back,” says Sweeney with 
a laugh. 

“He never gives in, that guy. The first time | 
played against him was up at Croydon Park and 
we both got sent off.” 

Juventus’ success this year is all the more re 
markable against the backdrop of. turmoil which 
engulfed the club in the Buffalo Gold Cup in Janu. 
ary and February. Tommy Traynor was hired as 
coach as Margaritis was overseas and expected to 
stay in Greece for some time, but three games 
into the Cup series, Traynor was sacked. Marga- 
ritis had returned to Australia and was reap 
pointed. 

“Fve already said what { think abouty John 
Margaritis. When | heard that Tommy Traynor 
was the new coach I was delighted and I can tell 
you this much about him, he's the best trainer I've 
been under. His sessions are great and even 
though you're working hard you never get bored. 
But things just didn't work out and no one can 
complain about the job John Margaritis did with 
Juventus this year. i'd also like to say something 
about our team manager, wee Joe Caruso. He's 
been magic. All the lads like him. He’s a great 


aA the Southern Division grand final, with Pre 
ston Makedonia leading !-U and looking like the 
winner, Margaritis pulled some unusual switches. 
All worked, and Juventus won.the match 2-1, with 
goals in the last 10 minutes. One of Margaritis’ 
Moves was to drop Sweeney into midfield, then to 
centre half and finally to right back. 

“To tell you the truth, [ wasn't happy at the 
time. I couldn’t understand it. 1 thought John 
would have left me up front and maybe pushed an 
extra man forward, but even when I dropped back 
I never thought we’d lose. That’s something about 
Juventus this year. We know that we can run 
over the top of most teams and even if we're get- 
ting beat and there’s not much time to go, we all 
feel confident of getting back into the game and 
getting a result. 

“The atmosphere in the dressing room after 
that game against Preston was special. Mind you , 
I've had some incredible times with Poliok when I 
was playing alongside big Gus (Macieod). I don’t 
think [ had to head a ball for two years there."’ 

Sweeney's view on coaching gives an insight into 
his view of the game at large. Teams ure better 
organised now all over the world. Everyone has 
become much more tactically conscious, and you 
get the feeling (hat Sweeney would prefer soccer 
to guard its simplicity as if its life depended upon 
it. Some alredy say that the modern game takes 
on chess-like proportions in a manner that does 
little to enhance it as a spectacle 

“I've always been over-coached. Always. It 
started at Palace when they turned me into a one 
touch player. I was forced to play like that. Soc- 
cer’s too defensive for my liking and I'm not 
saying that just because | play up front. The game 
always should be about attacking, about throwing 
men forward and having a go. There's hardly a 
team in the National League that concentrates 
mainly on attack.” 

Sweeney is one of thousands of ex-patriate Scots 
who will be ducking for cover should Australia and 
Scotland meet in the World Cup qualif: me games, 
with Australia clinching a berth in Mexico. He's 
established here, although he’s waiting for his 
permanent residency to come through. Australia 
has been good to him and his wife and son, yet 
there's no clash of loyalties when it comes to sum- 
ming up the outcome of a possible Australia v. 
Scotland confrontation. 

“I'd really like to see Australia do well. 

“*But I'd like to see Scotland do better,”’ he says 
in the next breath. 

*‘Let's just hope that they get the national 
anthems right when the players are lining up over 
there. 

“If you want to know what J really think, then I 
think ‘that Scotland will give Australia a hiding 
over there and there won't be much left to play for 
in the return match here. But it’s important for 
soccer in this country that Australia does well.” 


And one of the dlue-shirted warriors lining up 
against the Socceroos will be one of Sweeney's 
former team-mates. Sweeney played with Aber- 
deen defender Willie Miller at Eastercraigs. 

Sweeney signed a one-year contract with a one- 
year option when he joined Juventus, so come No- 
vember W his contract expires. He'll stay if want- 
ed. Gtadly. Not only because of the financial 
rewards of playing with the national champion but 
also because of the respect and comradeship he's 
struck up with the other Juventus players. 


“The lads at Juventus are magic and I'd like to 
give all of them a mention here. Let's start with 
Yakka Banovic, who's the best goalkeeper in 
Austratia, He's proved that this year. Then there's 
big Peter Lewis. What can you say about him? 
Let's just say that he’s had a calming effect on 
opposition forwards. Brian Brown's a magic 
captain. we all look up to John Dowie — because 
he’s the oldest guy in the team — and Eddie 
Campbell was our player of the year this year, 
which isn’t bad seeing that he'd never played left 
back until he came to Austraha.

Not fair! 


SIR — Despite Australia’s 
good play so far in the Oceania 
qualifying group | can't hetp 
feeling that qualification for 
the World Cup finals is an 
unobtainable goal. Not thrqugh 
any fault of Austratia but be- 
cause for whatever reason it 
has been decided that whoever 
wins the Oceania group wiil 
have to play the runnerup of 
the European qualifying Group 
Seven. which has turned out to 
be Scotland. 

How can F.I.F.A. explain 
away the blatant inconsistency 
of this requirement? There are 
those football fans who argue 
about the merit of expanding 
the number of World Cup final- 
ists from 16 to 24, thereby 
allowing ‘inferior’ teams such 
as 1982 finalists Cameroon, Al- 
geria, Hondruas. Kuwait etc to 
be represented at the finals in 
greater numbers. 

There is some validity to 
this argument. There is little 
doubt that the European 
nations of Czechoslavakia. 
Sweden. Australia and Wales. 
which have ali missed out on 
qualification for next year's 
finals in Mexico, are superior 
to Canada which has:already 
qualified. But the requirement 
that the Oceania group winner 
plays Scotland for the right to 
play Mexico is totally at odds 
with all other qualifying 
sectors and therefore unjust. 

The two nations that will 
represent the African sector 
(Algeria and Morocco) were 
decided by matches played en- 
tirely between the participa- 
ting African nations ‘them- 
selves. The Asian representa- 
tives will likewise be deter- 
mined by all Asian nations 
playing qualifying games 
amongst themselves. Sim- 
ilarly those nations that wilt 
represent the South American 
and CONCACAF sectors 
achieved their qualification by 
winning matches against 
teams designated as being in 
their geographical area. 

I doubt that the Scottish will 
teel any guilt over its seem- 
ingly underhanded qualifying 
route. It all appears as yet an- 
other case of bureaucratic 
bungling among footballs’ 
world authorities.
